D irty H eating Systems— 
Fir® statistics reveal that fit) per cent of the tires that occur 
annually in this country are home1 fires and a greater part of 
these, says the Holland Institute of Thermology, are classed as 
preventable tires. Many (ires occur at the height of the winter sea­ 
son and are occasioned by defects in the chimney and other parts 
of the heating system, which, under the stress of forced firing 
especially, permit live sparks or burning soot to find their way 
into the frame of the house, into the attic, and into the roof, due 
to a careless, flashing job and a leaky chimney.

A most effective means of determining chimney defects lies 
in a thorough cleaning and testing of tin1 entire heating system. 
After years of weathering tilt1 elements and the severe stresses 
incident to winter firing, the linings and mortar joints of chim­ 
neys break down, paving the way for spark leakage. Defects are 
difficult to locate unless soot and dust accumulations have been re­ 
moved, and the logical procedure is to have the heating system 
cleaned from chimney cap to firedoor. Smoke tests will then re­ 
veal whether the chimney is faulty and needs repairs or pointing 
up.

The embryo pilot rem ained 15 minutes in the air and reported that his 
motor, a reconditioned Model A Ford motor, w as satisfactory to operate 
the plane. 
Van Doren w ill order a new propeller and will make another attem pt 
at flight in the near future. This time he hopes to demonstrate that his 
plane is serviceable and safe.
